The young man's reason for . this 
rash act Is, not known at this time. 

He was found by Mr. Drury and un-l 
dcrtakers In Waukegan were notified CoroSC Fniinrf H;^^ 
at once. When the men from the city - "° "(ddcn 

arrived Carlson had been dead for about 
a half hour. 

Mr. Drury is at a loss to know what 
caused this young man to do away with 
himself. According to ell reports Carl- 
son worked in the field Friday and was 
In good spirits. It is aald. however, 
that he had been in 111 health for some 
little time. 

It seems that there is something of a 
mystery about the man. When he 
came to this county, which was about 
Hve weeka ago, he went under the 
name of Phil Carlson. Later several 
post cards were found in his possession 
addressed to Aider Carlson.

servers and boat Ilghu was not enforc- 
ed. They also recommended that in the 
future laws be enforced. 

The jury decided that the boat was 
over-loaded, loaded in violation of all 
aw and Ihe BissellLaundry Co., own- 
era of the boat were censured. They 
stated in their verdict tSat the boat 
was loaded to two or three times f ts 
capacity. Fox lake and one or two 
others in this county aVe government 
lakes and the United States laws gov- 
ern all boats on them. 

According to the jury all seven of the 
victims were drowned. Had life pre- 
servers been on the boat, as is provided 
for and required by law the jury claim- 
ed that the accident would never have 
happened.

the^e recomendatlons it is 
thought that the authorities' at Fox 
lake aa well as in the other lakes of 
the county will take notice of there- 
commendations and see that the laws 
are enforced from this time on. 

Coroner Taylor stated that this' was 
the worst accident that Lake County 
has seen for many j ears and that in the 
future he' believed, as did the jury in- 
quiring into the case, that the govern- 
, mont laws ehould be strictly enforced. 
News readers will remember that 
there were no lights on the boat and 
.also that there were seven in the 
launch, which should have carried only 
twoor three. There were no life guards 
01% board and when the boat started to 
sink the seven people, six men and a 
girl, were caught like rats in a trap. 

Without doubt the verdict of the 
jury will have a great effect on the 
lake navigation In this county in the 
future.

T. Fish the youngest aviator of note in 
the world Saturday passed over Wau- 
kegan at 12:09 enroute from Chicago 
to Milwaukee where he was the star 
attraction at an aviation meet which 
formally opened at 1:11 when he at- 
tained the goal of his flight landing on 
the Milwaukee field amid a great dem-. 
onstraiion by Milwaukee people. 

He left Chicago at 11:06, rising from 
the Aero club of Illinois field before a 
huge throng. 

Fish, who is but 16 years old, is a Los 
Angeles boy holding the world's cross- 
water record, having made it at Los 
Angeles recently. 

Fish demonstrated the feasibility o 
being able" to carry freight and mai 
via airship for he carried a bolt of silk 
and some mail consigned to the Milwau- 
kee aviators' club. 



The dead official had just finished a 
successful campaign for renomlnation 
aa the candidate for secretary of state, 
and he hard work incident to the cam- 
paign is probably partly rsponsible for 
hid death; Hewas first elected secre- 
tary of state in 189G and was re-elected 
in 1900, 1904 and 1908.

It is regarded as probable that Chief 
Clet-k Harrington Clanhan will be nam- 
ed by the Governor to serve the bal- 
ance of Secretary Rose's term. 

The dead official was born at Golcon- 
da, III.. Oct 13, 1850, He received his 
education In the common schools of the 
state and at the Illinois Normal univer- 
sity at Normal, III. He began teaching 
in the public schools before reaching 
his majority and was elected county 
superintendent of schools of Pope coun- 
cy in 1873. In ISSIJie^was elected 
state's attorney. 

During the administration of Gover- 
nor Fifer Mr. Rose served as trustee of 
the Pontiac reformatory and as com- 
missioner of the Chester penitentiary. 
He is survived by hia widow, one daugh- 
ter. Mrs. James P. Smith of Paducah, 
Ky., one son, Charles R. of SpringHeld' 
one brothpr, John L. of Oklahoma, one 
sister Mrs. Nell Smith of Metropolis, 
111,, a half-brother, William D. Rose of 
Springfiedl, and two grandchildren. 
Elizabeth and Josephine McCoy.

It was true, one or two of 
them had first Intimated that they 
vere open to subsidization, but Day- 
light's Judgment was that tho situa- 
tion did not warrant such expenditure. 
Up to this time the press had been 
amusingly tolerant and good-naturedly 
' Eensatlonal about him. but now he was 
to learn what virulent scurrilouancfls 
an antagonized preaa was capable of. 
Every episode of his life was resur- 
rected to serve as foundations for ma^ 
Ilcloua fabrications. Daylight was 
frankly amazed at the new laterpre- 
tatlon put upon all that ho had ac- 
complished and the deeds ho had 
done. From an Alaskan hero ho was 
metamorphosed Into an Alaskan 
bully, Har, desperado, and all-around 
"'bad man." The whole affair sank to 
the deeper deeps of rancor and savage- 
ress. The poor woman who had killed 
herself was dragged out of her grave 
and paraded on thousands of rearaa 
of paper as a martyr and a victim to 
Daylight's- ferocloua brutality. 
, He was like a bis bear raiding a 
bec-hlvo, and, regardless of the stings, 
he obstinately persisted In pawing for 
tho honey. He gritted his teeth and 
struck bock. Beginning with a raid on 
two steamship companies, It develop- 
ed Into a pitched battle with a city, 
state and continental coast line. Al- 
lied with him. on a splendid salary, 
'with princely pickings thrown In, waa 
-'"'a lawyer, Larry Hogan. a young Irish- 
man with a reputation to make, and 
whose peculiar genius had been un-

recognized until Daylight bad picked 
up with him. It was Hogan who guided 
Daylight through the intricacies of 
modern politics, labor organization, 
and commercial and corporation law. 
It was Hegan, prolific of resource and 
Buggestloh, who ' opened Daylighfa 
eyes to undreamed-of possibilities In 
tweDtleth-contury warfare; and it waa 
Daylight, rejecting; .accepting, and 
elaborating, who planned' the cam- 
paigns and prosecuted them. With the 
Pacific coa«t, fromPui^et Soimd .to 
Panama, buzzing and humming, .and 
v4tb' San Francisco furloualy.about his 
ears, the two big ateumflblp, companies 
had all the appoaruaco'.of winning. It 
looked ofl If Burnluff Daylight was be- 
ing beaten slowly to bis knees. And 
);-th«a be fitriick— at the atoamahflp com* 
paniOB.'afSan FraQcldiio, at Iho wholo 
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It waa not much of a blow st first. 
A Christian Endeavor convention was 
being held In 9an Francisco, a row 
waa started by Express DrU'ors' Union 
No. 927 over tho handling of a small 
heap of baggage at Ferry Building. A 
few heads were broken, a score of ar- 
rests made, and tho baggage was de- 
livered. No ono would have guessed 
that behind this potty wrangle was 
tho fino Irish hand of Hcgan, made 
potent by the Klondike gold of Burn- 
ing Daylight. It was an Insignificant 
affair at best — or so it aooracd. But 
tho Teamsters' Union took up the 
quarrel, backed by tho whole Water 
Front Federation. Step by step, the 
strike became involved. A refusal of 
cooks and waiters to serve scab team- 
sters or teamsters' employers 
brought out the cooks and waiters. 
The butchers and meat cutters refused 
to hnndlo meat destined for unfair 
restaurants. Tho combined Employ- 
ers* Associations put up a solid front. 
and found facing them tho 40.000 or- 
ganized laborers of San Francisco. 
Tho restaurant bakers and tho bakery 
wagon drivers struck, followed by the 
milkers, milk drivers and chicken 
pickers. Tho building trades asserted 
Its position In unambiguous terms, and 
all San Francisco waa In turmoil. 

But still, it was only Saq Francisco. 
Ilegan's intrigues were masterly, and 
Daylight's campaign steadily devel- 
oped. The powerful fighting organi- 
\ zatlon known as the Pacific Slope Sea- 
man's Union refused to work vessels 
tho cargoes of which were to be 
handled by scab longshoremen and 
freight handlers. Tho union presented 
Us ultimatum, and then called a strike 
This had been Daylight's objoctlvo all 
the time. Every Incoming coastwise 
vessel waa hoarded by the union ofil- 
cials and Its crew aent ashoro. And 
with the seamen went the flromcn, the 
engineers and the sea cooks and 
waiters. Dally the number of Idle 
steamers Increaaed. It was impossi- 
ble to get scab crews, for tho men of 
the Seamen's Union were fighters 
trained In tho bard school of tho sea. 
and when they went out It meant 
blood and death to scabs. This phase 
of the strike spread up and down the 
entire Pacific coast, until all the porta 
were filled with Idle ships, and sea 
transportation was at a standstill. The 
days and wecka dragged out, and the 
strike held. The Coastwise Steam 
Navigation Company and the Hawaii- 
an, Nlcaraguan. and Pacific-Mexican 
Steamship Company were tied up com- 
pletely. Tho expenses of combating 
the strike were tremendous, and they 
were earning nothing, while dally tba 
situation went from bod to worse, un- 
til "peace at any prico" became the 
cry. And still there waa no peace, 
until Daylight and his allies played out 
their hand, raked In the winnings, and 
allowed a goodly portion of a conti- 
nent to resume business. 

Daylight's coming to civilization had 
not improved him. True, he wore 
better clothes, had learned slightly 
better manners, and spoke better Eng- 
lish. But he had hardened, and at tho 
expense of his old-time, whole-souled 
geniality. Even his human ndlllatlons 
were descending. Playing a lone hand, 
contemptuous of most of tho men with 
whom he played, lacking In sympathy 
or understanding of them, and certain- 
ly independent of them, ho found lit- 
tle in common with those to bo en- 
countered, say at the Alta-Pnclflc. In 
point of fact, when the battle with the 
steamship companies was at Its height 
and his raid wos inflicting Incalcula- 
ble damage on all business interests, 
ho had been asked to resign from the 
Alta-Paclfic. The idea had been rath- 
er to his liking, and ho had found new 
quarters In clubs like the Riverside, 
organized and practically maintained 
by the city bosses. 

One week«^d. feeling heavy and de- 
pressed and tired of the city and Ita 
ways, ho obeyed the impulse of a 
whim that was later to play an Impor- 
tant part in his life. The desire to 
get out of the city* for a whiff of coun- 
try air and for a change of sceno waa 
the cause. Yet, to himsolf, ho made 
tho excuse of going to Olen Ellon for 
tho purpose of Inapecting a brickyard 
which Holdsworthy hod sold him. He 
spent the night In the little country 
hotel, and on Sunday morning, aatrlde 
a aaddio horse rented from the Glen 
Ellen butcher, rode out of the village. 
The brickyard was close at band on 
tho flat beside tho Sonoma Cre^k. 

Resolving to have hia fun first, and 
to look over the brickyard afterward, 
ho rode up the hill, prospecting foV*a 
way crosa country to get to the 
knoiis. Kb left the country rood at 
tho first gate ho came to and cantered 
through a hayfleld.

to heaven In a chariot of fire; tho 
spot where tho two blind men wore 
healed; tho place whore our Lord paid 
a visit to the houao of Yachens. Here, 
too, wore tho long celebrated and 
beautiful groves and gardens given 
to Cleopatra by Mark Antony. Jorloho 
now conalata of a largo Russian 
church, a houao for Russian pilgrims, 
two hotels and tlie mud huts of 
Bedouin Arabs. 

As WQ descended the 700 feet below 
Jerusalem tho boat lncrcas?4 until 
wo arrived , In tho tropical plain of 
Jericho imder a blinding sun. First, 
wo visited tho pool of Ellsha, tho wa- 
ters of which he had healed; then 
tramped through tho ruins of tho 
Jericho of tho Israelites, where wb 
saw part of tho city walls around 
which Joshua and his army marched 
seven times. After Its capitulation 
Joshua pronounced a curso on tho 
city, which was fulfilled. Very re- 
cently excavations have been mado 
here by tho Gormana'and tho Aus- 
trian a. 

Tho only sound wo heard as wo 
rolled along the sandy soil past clus- 
ters of thorn bushes was tho tlnklo 
of tho alelghbelis around tho horses' 
necks.

It Is bocauso Canada Is 
following In ItB neighbor's footsteps 
that It Is repeating tho fortunate ex- 
perience which Us neighbor la envy- 
ing, even while deliberately turning 
ita back on tho teachings of tho past. 
A fortnight ago the Dominion budget 
Bpoech reported the' unprecedented 
flurpluB of 139,000,000, and on Thura- 
day tho Government pasaod through 
tho Committee on Supply credlta of 
?38,000,000 for railways and canals. 
With this aaalatanco tho railways 
thomsolvca aro both enabled and com- 
pelled to Increase their facilities. Ac- 
cordingly wo find a single road allot- 
ting ton minions for work of ita own. 
Naturally tho Canadian nowapapora 
contain announcements calling for 
fifty thousand men for construction 
work. This Influx Is apart from thoso 
Americana who go with money In their 
pockets obtained by cashing In their 
high-prlccd American lands. 

"A St Paul dispatch says thot with- 
in a fortnight two thousand carloads 
of form nnlmala and machinery have 
paascd toward Canada, the property 
of men who expect to pay for thoir 
tarma with tho first crop."

inon any that a propoaltjon to Incroaao 
tho nuinbor of bnttloshlpa la auro of 
groat flunport from tho country, while 
a proDoaltlon to Increase the army 
would be In mnny places if not In moat 
placoB vlRoroualy* opposed. Vlaitora 
to Wnahlngton show a greater Intorcat 
in naval affairs than they do In army 
afraira. When they go to tho Btate. 
war and navy building they Hock to 
tho places where models of battle- 
■nlpa nro ahown and whoro naval 
trophies are diaplayod and pay mucb 
loss attention to tho exhibit made by 
tho army. 

Tho navy yard In Washington la on 
Object of Intorost to tho thouBands 
Who come to tho capital city In May. 
There are n good many trophloa of 
battles won In tho keeping of tho navy 
yard. In Uio United States Military 
Academy on tho Iludao'n river there la 
a place set asldo and known aa Trophy 
Point. There are oxbibited many guns 
captured by the land forcoa in the dif- 
ferent wars In which thia country baa 
Doen engaged. Trophy Point Is one 
of tho centers of Intorcat ot West 
Point and what la true there Is true 
of the navy yard In Wnahlngton. Peo- 
ple apparently like to look at things 
which allow the prowess cither on 
land or sea of tho aallora and aoldlera 
of thoir country, and yet truth compels 
again the statement that tho naval 
trophies attract the greater attention. 
Curloua Hlatory of a Long Tom. 
In tho navy yard there Is a cast- 
iron gun which was made a century 
and a quarter ago. It belongs to tho 
daaa called "Long Toma." This gun 
once had a place on tho French ship 
Nocho, which wasa vesacl of a squad- 
ron sent by Franco In tho year 1798 
with troopa on board for the purpose 
of invading Ireland and helping tho 
Irish people to win their Independence 
from Great Britain. Tho Brltiah cap- 
tured the wnrahlp and also tho gun 
which Is now at the navy yard In 
Washington. 

Onco on a timo tho United States 
bought Bome guns from England and 
this particular Long Tom which had 
dono service on a French vessel and 
afterward on an English veaso!, passed 
Into tho posaeealon of this country. It 
was mounted on board an American 
man*of-war and In one of tho engage- 
ments which our ships had with 
French ships at the close of the elght- 
oenth century tho Long Tom wna used 
against a ahlp of tho country which 
onco owned It In this fight a French 
shot struck tho gun and dented It. 
but did not put It enUrely out of com-' 
mission. / 

Tho United States government con- 
demned tho Long Tom although It was 
Bi\\\ serviceable and- sold It to tho 
Island of Haiti, which then was en- 
gaged in a war on Ita own account 
against the French nation. It was 
used by tho.Hnytlana and so at least 
twice In its existence tho gun was 
turned against Its first owners. 
Used in War of 1812. 
In aomo way today unknown, thia 
gim was brought back to America and 
It was used on board an American 
brig, Tho Armstrong, which had a flght 
with three British ships In tho war of 
1812. So it was that tho Long Tom 
■was uycd In sorvlco against Its second 
owner. Great Britain. It Is now In the 
possession of tho American author- 
ities and it la presumed that no other 
naUon will capture It or buy U to bo 
uaed ono day against Its present own- 
er, Undo Sam.

Thoro Is o willow tree In the Wash- 
Ington navy yard, however, which It Is 
known is on offspring of the Napoleon 
willow. Commodore Balnbridge, who 
commanded tho old Constitution and 
who Vfas n famous naval ofilcor. In his 
day, obtained o slip of tho treo; 
brought It to America and planted It 
with his own hands In the navy yard, 
where It hasthrived and Is today halo 
and lioarty In ita^ willowy old ago. ' ' 
Saving Historic Landmarks. 
A mo.vement which haa obtained 
great Impetus to make tho cap- 
ital ■ more . beamlful is no ■ faater, 
on ita way than the movement to pre- 
serve landmarks of hiatorlc Interest. 
Congress la taking a deep Interest In 
tho matter and has been spurred to it 
by tho InfluenpQ of many of the pa- 
trloUc orgonizatlons of Uio country. 
organlrationB of all . kinds from the 
Grand Army of tho Republic to the 
Daughters of. the Confederacy. It 
might be aald that the Daughtora of 
the American Revolution do about aa 
r much work in thia IJne of endeavor 
fta any other two organizations. 



Therd aro In Waahlngton many 
women and men who make a study of 
tho work of discovering objects which 
have hiatorlc Interest and It Is their 
endeavor to save them either by con- 
gresalonal action or by private sub- 
scription. They make uao of tho print- 
ed material which tho libraries afford 
and by reading old pnpors. magazines 
and dMuraonts they make many 
"finds" of value. 

Braddock'a Rock Marked. 
Not long ago It was discovered that 
what In known nb Brnddock'a Hock 
was unnmrked, TMa was the rock 
on which Genorftl Braddock landed at 
Georgetown when he wan on his way 
with George Waahlngton as a lieuten- 
ant overland to moot tho French In 
western PennBylvnnla, nn expedition 
in which Hrnddock was defeated, tho 
remnant of hia forces being saved by 
tho generalship of Waahlngton. Thia 

an Inter- 
g being taken by 
James Dryco, tho British ambaaaador. 
who was proaent on the occasion. 

As fnat as It can be done, the old 
houaoa which have hiatorlc Intereat 
aro being marked with bronjso tablets 
bearing Inscrlptlona to show In what 
their chief Intorcat Ilea. It haa been 
feared always that tho needs of busi- 
ness would make tho destruction of 
old • Inndmarka Inevitable, but tho 
WasliInGton people who are Interested 
in prcaervatlon matters seem to bo 
Just as much alive to tho work aa wore 
the Boaton people who Insisted that 
tho Old South church and the Old 
North church should be saved when 
It was proposed that they bo domol- 
lahcd to make room for commerciol 
houaea. It la aald that In Boaton 
?250,000 was subscribed In twelve 
hours to bo used to aave"^ tho "Old 
South" where tho fiery OtiB preached 
realatanco to tyranny. 

FomouB Waahlngton Churches. 
The moat famous church In Wash- 
ington la tho ancient Saint John's of 
tho Protostnnt Episcopal communion, 
altuatcd on Lafayette square. It Is 
an old building and long since Its 
congregations have outgrown tho edi- 
fice, but there ia no preaent intention 
of the parlalj authorities to move olae- 
whero or to demolish the structure. 
St. John's Is the church which Mra. 
Taft attends and which wna attended 
by Mrs, Roosevolt and, prior to tho 
Roosevelt admirflatratlon, by many 
prealdonts ond their families. 

One of the oldest Roman Catholic 
churchoa In Waahlngton ^♦a8 Saint 
Wathew's, which was situated at Fif- 
teenth and H stroots. Tho congregn- 
tion outgrow Its quarters and after a 
good many heart-burnings and conald- 
orablo opposition tho old building was 
Sivon up and a new ono was built on 
Rhode Island ovenuo. The original 
property was sold and there now 
stands on Its site a great structure 
known as the Southern buildings. In 
which aro located tho headquarters of 
the organization devoted to tho devel- 
opment of the natural and business 
resources of tho southern states. 

There are other old edincos In 
Waahlngton which have been written 
about time- and again and probably 
the publicity has helped in saving 
them from destruction, for Washing- 
ton buBlnesB men realize that the 
more attractions In a historic way 
the city has the greater will bo the 
throng of visitors. Examples of old 
buildings which have been preserved 
by a popular sentiment are the homes 
of Commodore Decatur and of Mrs 
Madison. The two moat prominent his- 
torical bouses In the vicinity of Wash- 
ington of course will bo preserved, if 
they can bo. for all time. They are 
Washington's home at Mount Vernon 
and the home of the Custia and later 
of tho Leo family at Arlington. 
Many Conteats to Be Settled., 
PoIIUcinna in Washington of both 
parties are looking forward with 
tho keenest intereat to tho forth- 
coming meeUng of tho national com- 
mitteo of their parties, one of 
which Is to meet In Chicago and 
tho other In Baltimore prior to tho 
aasembllng of the great party conven- 
tions. 

The sharpest interest at this writ- 
ing centers In tho meeting of tho Re- 
publican national committee, solely 
for tho reason that It must pass Judg- 
ment upon a far greater number of 
contests than will he presented for 
consideration to tho comraltteo of tho 
other party. The convention ayatem 
of selecting district delegates, and 
Btato delegates, too, for that matter, 
which still prevails In moat of tho 
atates— although It is llkoiy to give 
way to a puro primary system before 
long— is hold to bo reaponslblo for the 
many contests which the Ropubllcaii 
national committeemen will have to 
decide. According to tho-llguros giv- 
en out In Washington there win be 
at least '150 delegates to the conven- 
tion whoso seats will be contested. 
Iho-greator number of contests prom- 
ised will orlglniite with Mr. Roose. 
yelts lleutenanU ^ind the lesser num- 
ber with Mr, Taft's lieutenants. 

Things may 80 frame themselves bo. 
twecn now and tho meeting of tho 
Republican committee in Chicago that 
no matter how the conteats aro de- 
cided they will have no oIToct on the 
nomination. Of , course, . when two 
chief candidates have anything like 
an equal following of delegates tho 
declBlona as regards tho contested 
seats may compnas the nomination of 
ono man and the defeat of tho other 
If either of tho leading candidates for 
tho Rapubiican nomination shall have 
pledged to hlifl or hnderatood to bo 
In his favor n groat majority of tho 
delegates he. cnn perhaps afford to 
give all the contested 'Seats to his 
rival. It ia likely, however, that at 
Chicago tho dQclBlons of tho commit- 
tee on. tho contested delegations may 
affect tho nomination result, and so 
it Is. that today In Washington there 
Is tho keenest Intereat, In what Is go- 
ing to happen. 



HATCHING AND CARE OF THE LintE 

CHICKS SO AS TO AVOID HEAVY LOSS 
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"Paper Huna^ That Are Kept Busy.

The placo where tho heavleat Iobbob 
occur In poultry ralaing Is almost at 
the beginning of tho work— In tho 
hatching and care of tfco little chicks. 
If these matters ate neglected or care- 
lessly attended to, oven for a day or 
two, no amount of attention later can 
rejialr the loss. 

Tho Ilfo of tho chicks begins In tho 
egg and many things may, and fre- 
quently do, happen to tho «gg without 
breaking it which entirely destroy tho 
Ilfo of the germ or greatly weaken 
Its vitality. All of those things have a 
direct bearing and Important Influence 
on the sucocas of rearing chicks, yet 
they are frequently overlooked. 

Tho sooner egga are placed under 
tho brooding hen or In tho Incubator 
after they aro laid, tho better tho 
chances of getting vigorous chicks 



Egga BhouM always bo han.lled very 
carefully If they aro to be uaed for 
hatdilng. Tho shell la often slightly 
cracked by rough treitment and falls 
to hatch for this reason though tho 
Injury has never been noticed. It is 
well to place a blanket on a table and 
lay tho eggs on It when It Is neocs- 
Bary to movo them about. 

Space will not bo taken here to 
apeak of tho management of the egga 
in tho Incubator. Cancful and explicit 
directions are sent with every ma- 
chine and they should bo closely fol- 
lowed. The maker of tho Incubator 
id as Interested aa you can bo In tho 
aucoessful operating of the machino 
ond has experimented with it until 
ho knows what conditions bring tha 
best reaults. Tako his advice. 

Assume that your egga were placed 
in tho incubator at 9:00 a. m. Monday, 
Marbh 4, On tho morning of Sunday,

length of time. Keep the nests clean 
and freah and do not let the hens run 
where their feet may becomo sticky 
and soiled before entering tho nest. 

While keeping tho eggs before they 
aro Bet they should bo placed where 
the temperature Is but Httlo above 
freezing. Egga are rarely InjuJod for 
hatching by chilling, unless they aro 
frozen bo that they burst the shell, 
but when they are exposed for aomo 
days to a temperature no lower than 
75 degrees tho germ frequently begins 
to develop and is thus greatly weak- 
ened for hatching.

will bo out by Sunday evening. If 
there la a nursery tray to your incu- 
bator, especially a deep, roomy one. 
It la best to leave them in the machine 
till Tuesday evening or Wednesday 
morning. If thero la no comfortable 
place In tho Incubator remove all that 
aro out on Sunday evening and put 
them In a lined basket or cracker box. 
On Monday morning .take out all of 
tho others that aro hatched, clean out 
tho Incubator, wash or spray thoi^ 
oughly tho trays and egg chambers 
with a BoluUon of zenoleum or similar 
disinfectant, load up with another lot 
of fresh eggs and repeat.

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BABY'S ECZEMA AND BOILS 
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REQUIREMENTS OF 

HYGIENIC DRESS

Tho purposes of clothing among so- 
called highly civilized naUons aro 
three. First In order of Importance 
should bo to protect, then to decorate, 
and to express modeaty. Fashion, a 
modem feature, la an Important de- 
terminant of dress, but may bo con- 
aldored under decoration. In tho ruah 
for fashion, show and ornament people 
often forget that tho real need or 
clothing Is, after all, for protection. 
Tho result Is that clothing often 
harms tho body rather than aids In 
pcrfdrming its natural functions. 

In the great movement for tho Im- 
provement of public health an attempt 
Is being made to educate people to 
caro for their bodies, and to prevent 
dlseaao. Personal hygleno is strong- 
ly emphasized, and proper dress Is a 
part of personal hygleno. 

If 'clothing Is to bo thoroughly hy- 
gienic It must help maintain a normal 
body temperature, protect from ex- 
treme heat or cold; it must caro for 
tho excretions of tho skin, and In or- 
der to do this It must provide proper 
ventilation, and at least that which Is 
to come next tho skin must be capable 
of frequent cleaning. Certain parts 
of clothing, as tho ahoee, protect from 
external Injury. To servo these vari- 
ous needs, more than one layer of 
clothing la worn, and tho functions of 
the outer and Inner layers are quite 
different. In order to maJntoIn a nor- 
mal body temperature In cold weather 
the clothing next the skin should be of 
such a nature that It does not conduct 
the bodily heat away rapidly, ■^vhlle 
the outside garment must protect from 
wind. Air Is an excellent nonconduc- 
tor of heat, therefore a material which 
holds air In its mcahes, or two thin 
layers of material which hold air be- 
tween them, are warm. There must, 
however, be atlU air, ao.that the out- 
aido garment should not allow too 
rapid change. A sweater Is a good 
lUusp-atlou .of thls! principlo. When 
worn as an outside wrap on a windy 
day it Is npt very warm, but worn 
under a coat It adds much to the 
warmth ot tho whole costume. Under- 
gareienta knit of wool, cotton, linen 
or Bilk afford meshes for air. Wool and 
aflk are poorer conductors than linen 
and cotton, theWoro warmer, but 
havo aomo dlaadvantagea. Wool felts 
or mata, when washed, and the mesh- 
es becomo closed, thua- losing their 
power not only to hold air, but to 
ventilate well. Wool la also Irritating 
and in a modem loverheated house or 
public building Is warmer than noces- 
•ary for persona In actlVo life, fiui^ I and 



wbllo ideal In many ways, Is prohibit- 
ed by Its cost Cotton and linen aro 
easily washed. Inexpensive, non-lrrl- 
tating and In many respects mako 
Ideal underwear, A mixture of co^ 
ton and wool may be better for tho 
Individual who needs warmer gap- 
menta. - 

The closing next tho skin must bo 
able to absorb moisture and allow Blow 
evaporation of that moisture, Tho 
same texture which holds air absorbs 
molBturo well, and good ventilation 
provides for evaporation. Wool ab- 
sorbs more moisture without seeming 
wot than cotton and evaporates it 
slowly, but It also absorbs It slowly. 
Thorough cleanliness aids Inabsorp* 
tJon; a garment clogged »wlth bodily 
wastes does not perform Its functions 
any more than a skin clogged with 
bodily wastes performs those functions 
demanded of It. 

The body must not be dragged down 
by heavy clothlug. The old custom of 
many underskirts and numberiesa 
swathlngs about tho waist was ex- 
tremely bad. It is true that the pendu- 
lum has swung to tho other extreme 
and fashion does not always allow 
enough for real protection. Tho union 
suit IB ideal in that it gives even cov- 
ering over the extremities as well as 
the trunk. Tights and close iltting un- 
derskirts give further protection. The 
short skirt lessens the weight and is 
much cleaner than Its predecessor the 
train. The heavy garment Is notneces- 
anrlly tho warm ono, and several lay- 
ers of light material may be much 
warmer than ono layer of extremely 
heavy. 

Tho body should have free move- 
ment, which of course means mat 
clothing must not restrict any part of 
it. Tight sleeves, tight waist bands, 
tight collars aro all bad, as they inter- 
fere with brbathlng, circulation and 
proper exorcises.' Badly shaped shoea 
throw the foot out of Its natural form, 
high heela throw tho body out of Its 
proper balance' and undoubtedly cauae 
more suffering.than they are given 
credit for. . 

Color Innuences tho choice of cloth- 
ing to a certain extent from tho 
standpoint of protection as well as 
from the artisUc standpoint. Light 
colors are cooler than dark ones In 
that they do not abaor'b the rays' of 
the sun bo readily. In under garments 
thero is littlQ distinction. The virtue • 
of the red flannel ahlrt. If it had any, 
was perhaps duo to tho fact that the 
dye was Irritating to tho akin.

UTTER CITED FOR CONTEMPT 

Alleged to Have Given Newspaper In- 

tepvlew In Which Ho Dlscuased 

Evidence He Helped Secure 

Aflalnst'Defendant. 



Los Angeles, Cal., May 29.— After a 
bitter controverBy between District 
Attorney Fredericks and counsel for 
tlio defenBe In the Dnrrow bribery 
trial here Monday, Judge Hutton Is- 
Bued a citation for contempt against 
Robert J. Foster, cblef detective for 
tlio National Erectors* association, 
baaed on allegations made In amdavlts 
signed by Earl Hogers. Horace Appel. 
Harry Dehm and H. G. Glcsler, attor- 
Doys for Darrow. 

FoBtor Is to appear and testify, at 
which tliuo other witnesses will bo 
heard In regard to an Interview pub- 
lished in a morning paper and report- 
ed in an afternoon paper In a modi- 
fied form, In which Foster discussed 
evidence which 11 was alleged ho 
helped secure against Darrow by 
means of the dictagraph, Foster being 
under subpoena as a witness at the 
time. 

Subsequent to the IsBuance of tho 
citation. Judge Hutton gave his for- 
mal ruling concerning the admisslbll- 
Ity of testimony connected with the 
^ bribery of Jurors and wltnessea. His 
1 ruling gives a sweeping vlctorj* to tho 
prosecution, as he decided that testl- 
mony and evidence relating to any 
bribery connected with the J. D. Mc- 
Namarn case is admissible In this 
trial. This gives the stato all It has 
asked for. 

Under the ruling Captain Fredericks 
will introduce a vast amount of cor- 
roborative material which the defense 
had hoped to keep out. Rogers claims 
tho effect of the decision is not so 
sweeping and is not final, but the 
state is entirely satlsfled with tho 
court's language. 

The court denied the motion to 
strike out an answer made by Wit- 
ness George X. Lockwood to the effect 
that Bert t^anklln had told him that 
one juror was already bribed. 

Tho amdavlts against Foster wore 
presented at the beginning of the 
court session. Captain Fredericks Im- 
mediately asked that tho jury be sent 
out while the matter was under dis- 
cussion. Rogers contended that a de- 
liberate attempt had been made 
through tho Foster Interview to reach 
the jury, and demanded that the mat- 
ter of contempt bo discussed In tho 
Jury's presence. 

. "But. Mr. Rogers," said Judge Hut- 
ton. "this effort, If thero was one, 
failed, for the bailiffs assure me that 
no juror has seen the printed Inter- 
Tlew. Why make that effort success- 
ful now by discussing It before the 
jury 7" 

Captain Fredericks asked to be ro- 
lieved of the prosecution In the con- 
tempt proceedings against Foster, and 
the court appointed George Beebe, 
deputy attorney general, to act for tho 
state. 

George X. Ixickwood resumed tho 
stand and. under the examination of 
Captain Fredericks, continued the 
story of tho offer of a bribe to him by 
■ Bert Franklin, his report of the matter 
to District Attorney Fredericks, fur- 
ther negotiations with Franklin under 
the direction of Captain Fredericks, 
nnd In the hearing of detectives from 
the district attorney's omce, and the 
final passage of the bribe, followed by 
the arrest of Franklin himself and C. 
E. White, whom Franklin had chosen 
as the stakeholder for the $3,500 which 
■was to be paid following Lockwood's 
promised vote for McNamara's acquit- 
tal. 

Darrow was directly connected with 
the scene of the arrest In Lockwood's 
testimony. 

"As wo walked along Main street, 
after the $500 bill had been given to 
me," said Lockwood, "a block and a 
half from Third and Los Angeles 
streets, where the money was passed. 
I saw a man start across tho street 
toward us. Franklin said: 'Wait a 
minute; I want to see that man.' 
Just as they met, Detective Brown 
stepped up to them, brushed this man 
aside and arrested ^anklln." 

"Do you know who that man was'" 
asked Captain Fredericks. 

"He was Mr. Darrow, tho defendant." 
answered Lockwood. 

Cashier H. T. Jeffory of tho First 
National bank of Washington haa ar- 
rived here under subpoena as a witness 
for the state. It Is understood that h© 
win be used to testify concerning the 
funds for the McNamara defense, col- 
lected in the oast,

After tho funeral coremonles 
King Christian, tho now Danish mon- 
arch; King Haakon of Norway and 
King Gustav of Sweden dlnod togeth- 
er. 

About 2,000 notables were present at 
tho obaequles which were held In tho 
Rosklldo Cathedral. Many royal and 
noblo houses of Europe were ropro- 
noblo houses of Europe wore rcpro- 
sontcd. After the ceremonies tho 
casket was Interred In tho royal tomb 
of Roakllde Cathedral, whore tho for- 
mer kings of Denmark rest In final 
repose. 

Simplicity marked tho ceremonies In 
accordance with the known wish of 
tho dead king. Special choral services 
by the royal opera singers and by tho 
students of the choral union wero giv- 
en. The Interior of the ancient cathe- 
dral waa draped In black and white. 

Among tho attendants woro Dow- 
ager Queen Alexandra of England and 
Dowager Empress Mario of Uussia, sis- 
ters of tho dead monarch.

MEXICAN REBELS LOSE FIGHT 

General Orozco Is Defeated by Fed- 

eral Army and Is In 

Retreat. 

EI Paso, Tex.. May 25.— Believed to 
mark the turning point in tho Mexican 
revolution a great and decisive bat- 
tle on Thursday brought victory to 
tho federal forces after 24 hours of 
constant battle In and around tho vll- 
lage of Rollano. Mexico. 

Tho losses have been heavy on both 
sides. 

Tho government had 4,000 men in 
tho engQgeraent. under General Huer- 
ta but they were outnumbered by tho 
rebel army under General Orozco. who 
kept 5.000 mea I nactlon. Both gen- 
erals directed tho opposing forces In 
person and Orozco waa frequently 
under fire from the long range arUl- 
lery of the federal forces. 



London, May 28.— The greatest la- 
bor deraonstmtlon that London ever 
experienced took place here on Sun- 
day when 150,000 strikers paraded tho 
streets of tho city without coming Into 
connict with the police. 

The parade of the men was their 
way of announcing that they will 
carry the fight of transport workers 
and dockers for better conditions to 
the bitter end and to try to blockade 
all the ports of England. 

The Amalgamated Society of Water- 
men, Lightermen and Bargemen, 
joined by the Amalgamated Trades 
Labor unions and Labor Protection 
league, held tho largest demonstra- 
tion over seen in Trufalgar square, 
and passed resolutions In favor of a 
national stoppage of work. 

The glut of ships In the Thames Is 
constantly increasing. Their cargoes, 
which are mostly foodstuffs, much of 
which is perishable, remain 
touched.

Throo other battleships and a 
cruiser aro being loaded with ma- 
rinea and munitions of war at Hamp- 
ton roads with feverish haste, while 
still another battleship Is hurrying 
acrojs tho gulf of Mexico to Join tho 
fleet at Koy West. At tho Norfolk 
navy yard are assembled hundreds of 
mnrinoa waiting for transports, sev- 
eral of which are being made ready 
for a quick embarkation. 

To add to the excitement In naval 
circles, a well founded rumor gained 
orculation that the United States Is 
rushing the nucleus of her sea fight- 
ing power to southern waters not 
only to suppress tho revolution In 
Cuba, but also to put a final quietus 
on the situation In Mexico. 

Rear Admiral Osterhaus, command- 
ing the Atlantic fleet, arrived oft 
Tompklnsville on board his flagship, 
the armored crulaer Washington, but 
before anchor could bo dropped he 
received orders by wireless from tho 
navy department at Washington to 
proceed at lonce to Cuba without wait- 
ing for a complement of marines and 
supplies, which waa tho vessel's mis- 
sion tc> this port.

The battleships which paused here 
n few hours before proceeding south 
were at Provlncctown when they re* 
celvod orders to take marines and 
war supplies aboard and rendezvous 
nt Key West. 

Tho sudden arrival and flight of the 
Washington caused n sensation here 
The roar of her chains through tho 
hawso pipes had hardlv drifted 
ashoro ngnlnst tho wind when her 
prov.- began to turn seaward. A mo- 
nient later she was plowing down the 
channel. 

Tho Delaware and tho Minnesota 
were the next to arrive. Tho Dela- 
ware kept on up the harbor, but the 
Minnesota anchored In the channel 
w'ith steam up. At Tompklnsville 
the naval tug Pawnee and two others 
wero waiting loaded down with ma- 
rines. As they put off toward the 
Mlonesotn, the Mississippi, the Mis- 
souri and the Ohio were seen steam- 
Ing in. They dropped anchor a hun- 
dred yards apart in tho channel In 
flnglo column. The Pawneo ran along- 
side the Minnesota and transshipped 
her marlnea.

SENDS IVIESSAGE TO GOIVIEZ 




186^. I was lying In Fairfax Seminar/ Hos- 
pital In the suburbs of Alexandria, Va. I waa • 
part of the WTeckago of tho second battle of 
Dull Run. In tho ward in which I lay and to 
the right of mo was a comrade seriously 
wounded. He, too, was a aon of Ireland. Ho 
waa tho llfo of tho ward, and ho amlled and 
Joked and laughed, confident of hla recovery. 

"One day tho surgeon notified tho vlaltlng 
prieat that he had better Inform Pat that hla 
time was abort. I was lying so that I had n 
good view of his face when the priest broke 
tho dread nows' to him. He choked in his 
throat in an effort to master himself, and then 
naked the good father to wheel hia bed around 
so he could look out of tho window. It seemed . 
a strange request, but without hesitation tho 
priest obeyed. And then,, as Pat turned his 
gaze upon the world without hla window, wo 
became awaro of tho reason of his request — ho 
wlahed to so on'co mbro before ho died the . 
flag floating at the head of the atnft outsldo! 

'"Darllnt/ ho breathed, fervently, 'there ye 
are 'an nt th' topi Plaze God, ye ehtill wave 
onchallenged from Maine, to Moxico!* 

"Then followed in a ruah of words the 
things he had dreamed of It before ho had 
ever seen it on Its native soil. Ho had prayed 
that ho and his loved ones might como under 
Us bcneflcont folds to enjoy tho perfect liberty 
It promised. Now it waa In peril and he waa 
dying for it, unable even to raise his weak- 
ened hand and aaluto It. He bado tho glorloua 
old banner good-bye, and, turning to tho prieat. 
sold: 

"'Father, ye'll write to her 'nd break ut 
gintly OS yo kin? Soro will bo her hear-rut 
whin she knows thut Pat will come back no 
more to her, 'nd th* bhoys. Till her I charge 
her wit "me dying breat" to rear th' bhoys so 
that whin manhood comes to thhlm, and tho 
flag should Ivir nado thim, they will give thir 
lolves avon unto death, as thir ifaytber gives 
his lolfe this day! ' 'N now, faythor, to me 
Boura salvation.' 

"In tho gray dawn of tho following morning 
a commotion noar my bed awoko me. Open- 
ing my eyes I saw them lift hla' lifeless form 
and carry it out of tho ward." 

"Did you over hear of Tljn Regan's flag?" 
continued the old veteran, •who paid as hla 
price of duty to his country both lege. "No? 
■Well, Tim Regan was a son of tho Emerald 
lale who had gone to war with tho 9th Muasa- 
chuflotta Volunteer Infantry. He, with many 
other Union aoldlora. lay In Libby prlaon as 
that Fourth of July drew near. They chafed 
- In spirit at the thought of passing the Fourth 
without cTon a eight of ithe flag. Tim con- 
ceived the Idea of maklhg one. ■ Ho had a 
new white woolen ahlrt and tho others blue 
ones. Thoy pooled their slender amount of 
cash and persuaded an arolablo guard to pui> 
chase for them some red and white woolen 
goods, on the pretext that thoy wanfed to 
make them up into ahlrts. Out of this ma- 
terial thoy foahloned a flag, crude In construc- 
tion, but— 4t represented Old ,Olory. 

"Thoy gauged aa well as they could the door 
of the loft of tho prison and tba probable 
height to which tho patrolling guard might 
raise his vision. Then, the night of the 3rd, 
they clnmbored up among tho rafters and 
stretched their crude flag In tho apex of the 
loft! The next day, they gathered In a circle 
In the center of tho chamber and sang patri- 
otic aongs throughout the day. Tho guards 
wore a little curious as to the caueo of the 
unusual prodoedlngs, but failed to discover tho 
banner above them. That night they took It 
. down, oi^t It into strips and divided It among 
themselves. ISaoh thereafter wore a strip of 
that flag around hla body next hia skin, and 
as each was paroled ho bore out with him his 
fragment of the banner. 
■ ."Regan had taken the precaution to ascer- 
tain tho home addrosa of each man. After the 
war he corresponded with them or their sur- 
viving relatives, and finally— It was a work 
of yeora' duration — had every, bit of the flag 
hack again. Again ho sewed Jt together. 
Again he stood at salute before It. Now he 
has gone, to Join his comrades In tho groat 
beyond, but tho flag ho mibdo Is aeourely 
guarded from duet and d*c«3r tn A glasi cose 



at the Stephenson Post, O. A. R., at Roxbury, 
Maaa.* 

"Never ao long as I live shall I forget that 
dreadful day when I lay wounded on the bat- 
tlofleld, from aunrlso until the shades of night 
had closed down on the dead and the dying." 
said Senator Knute Nelson of Minnesota. "It 
waa In tho siege of Port Hudson, La., when on 
June 14, 18G3, an unsuccessful attempt was 
mado by Banka' army to capture tho place by 
storm and my regiment led one of the charg- 
ing columna. Just aa the sun was peeping 
over the bills wo sallied forth In battle array. 
The 'Charge' was given and we tore acyoaa 
tho open ground straight at the enemy's 
breastworka. When within eight or ten rods 
of the Intrenchmenta I fell lo earth with a 
bullet In my thigh. My comradea were driv- 
en back — no ' man could long atnnd ngalnat 
that avalanche . of leaden death that poured 
out of tho fortlflcatlona— and I waa left with 
only tho dying and the dead to keep me com- 
pany. Then began my long vigil In the ghast- 
ly Inferno. The crlea of tho wounded — tho 
merciless sun — the torment of It all — and tho 
thirst, the maddening thirst! Only thoae who 
have lain thus can appreciate ita terror. 

In the same battle wore two other soldiers — 
one under the atars and bars, the other under 
the Stars and Stripes — who now hold posi- 
tions of unusual trust and prominence under' 
tho same flag. Tho former was no less n pqr- 
Bonage than Chief Justice White, of the 
United States Supreme Court, serving then as 
aid to General Gardner, commander of tho 
Confederate forces within Port Hudson during 
tho siege. Tho latter was Senator Francis E. 
Warren of Wyoming. At tho time, of course, 
no one of the three men knew of the oxlstenco 
of the others, and Indeed it waa not until tho 
past few months thy became aware of tho 
facts. Senator Warren, who enlisted when 
but 17 years of age, was awarded a medal of 
honor for conspicuous gallantry In tho en- 
gagement, . 

"Wlien I look back on the ClvU'War, as I 
frequently do, and especially on Memorial 
Day," he said aa ho sat in' hla rooms In tho 
Senate office building, "ono fact atands out 
with increasing clarity aa the years roll by. 
and that is that tho great atrugglo was waged 
principally by boya. The rank and fllo of tho 
Union army was mado up of mero lada, and 
In the Confederate forcea they were even 
younger. They were tried aa perhaps no oth- 
er generatlo|i of American youth has over been 
tried. The horrors, the struggles, the hard- 
ships they faced, made men of them. Nearly 
all of our presidents since then and a great 
portion of our public men 'throughout the na- 
tion. Including the Congreas of tho United 
States, have been thoso who served aa offlcera 
or enlisted men In thoso two armies of atrip- 
linga." 

War-time recoUectiona crowd so thick and 
fast on Gen.. Isaac R. Sherwood, repreaenta- 
time from the Ninth district of Oh Jo, that to 
single out one of them la but to omit others 
of equal Import. He participated In 4S bat- 
tles, and there la not a aoldter now llylns who 
was under fire a greater number of days than 
'he. Six times he was complimented In gen- 
oral orders for gallantry on the field of bat- 
tle. Today ho la tho only Union veteran on 
tho Democratic sldo of the Houae. Rut, more 
remarkable than all else, ho Is tho only man 
who entered the Union army aa a private and 
emerged from tho war a brigadier general. 

"I suppose." aald General Sherwood, "tho 
fight at Franklin, Tenn., November 30, 1864, 
la aa vividly Impressed on my mind aa any; 
maybe because, considering the- size of the 
forces engaged. It waa, ono of tho mostdespor- 
ntb enl^agemonts of tbo entire war., "rhe Con- 
federate.. loss waa 40 per cent In a flvo-huur 
battle, and a larger number of tlielr generals 
wore killed or wounded than at Chlckamauga 
of Gettysburg, where their forcea were twice 
as atrong. My regiment, 'tho One Hundred 
nnd-Elovonth Ohio, of which I waa colonel, 
lost more, men In that battle than any other 
regiment on the Union side. . 

"My horse was shot frpm under mo three 
tlvies-ln tho ongagenjent. My third Horse fell 
la ft most unusual manner. The bullet that 
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killed him ■ paaaed, first 
through my leg and then 
through the saddle before 
reaching him. I could not 
get another mount, ,ao I 
fought tho rest of the bat- 
tle on foot. As It after- 
word turned out, this was 
fortunate for me, for every 
mounted officer on both 
sides was either killed or 
wounded. When the battle 
closed thero was not a 
mounted ' officer on either 
line. 

"I have In my homo ono 
reminder of the Civil W»r 
that, ahould all else fall, 
would compel recollection 
of that mighty struggle. It 
Is a Confederate flag cap- 
tured in the two-day flght 
at Nashville In December 
1864. During tho first day's fighting we made 
a change and captured six 20-pound guns, and 
on the second 3,000 Confederate soldiers and 
three stands of colors. Immediately after the 
battle I secured ono of these flags and sent It 
home by express. I believe I am the only 
private citizen in the country today who has 
in his possession a captured Confederate ban- 
ner," 

battle. These are the veterans of the Span- 
ish-American war. Ex-Senator Charles Dick, 
of Ohio, recalls a rather unusual Incident la 
this, our most recent conflict. 

"My regiment arrived at Santiago, Cuba, 
Just ono week before Its surrender, being sent 
thero to reinforce General Shafter," said he. 
"We, as a regiment, were eager to be sent on 
to Porto Rico, but the authorities insisted on 
our undergoing a ten-day quarantine for yel- 
low fever. They camped us on top of a hlgti 
hill so that we wore completely Isolated. At 
the expiration of the time set, the doctors dis- 
covered 210 cases of the dread disease among 
us. This, of course, shattered all hopea of our 
ever going anywhere except home, when the 
sick onea recovered." 



The Soldier Dead 

Hallowed by a supremo sanctity are me 
graves of tho soldier dead. So it was In the 
days of the ancient racea, and so It will be 
when tho last war has been fought and the 
battle-flags' are forever furled. Those who 
havo offered themselves oa a sacrifice for tholr 
flag and their country, who have endured the 
hardships of camp and march, or who have 
fallen In tho red carnage of battle, have n pe- 
culiar claim upon tho gratitude and alTectlon 
of succeeding generations. 

In no land has this claim been more freely 
recognized than In our own; and no people waa 
ever before so generous in Us tributes to Ita 
fallen heroes, or In its treatment of those who 
came home from Ita wars. When returning 
springtime brtngs tho flowers. In all their elo- 
quent beauty and symbolism, wo celebrate a 
Memorial day which la characteristic of tho 
spirit of the republic. 

it is now an even half-century since the be- 
ginning of the stupendous conflict for the 
preservation of the Union, and the anniversary 
Is bringing homo with renewed emphaals the 
sacrlflces and the algnlflcance of those dark 
days. Happily, It bring? also a greater appre- 
ciation of tho complete reunion of tho severed 
sections, and of the peace and prosperity 
which blcsB tho land. 

Before General Logan wrote tho order. In 
18G8, which was the beginning of the popular 
and official dedication of May 30 to the patriot 
dead, a tender Impulse of womanhood In tho 
atrlcken south had begun tbo beautlfur custom 
of strewing with blosaoms the passionless 
mounds above those who had fallen in tho 
passion of battle. 

The uaago and the associations of years 
have consecrated tho day above our other holi- 
days. Upon it there gleams a glory which 
lightens the past, and which shows us that the 
blood' and the tears were not shed In vain, 
and that the fruition of the sacrifice Justifies- 
the aeod which waa sown.

Notwlthatandlng Note of Aosurance 
Preparations Looking to Occupa- 
tion of Island Are Actively 
Coins Forward. 



Washington, May 28.— Preparations 
by the administration for intervention 
in Cuba and an ludeUnlto occupation 
of tho Island continue with as much 
vigor aa during the last few days, de- 
spite tho note of aasurance of non-in- 
ter\'entIon aont by President Taft to 
President Gomez. 

A atrlking evidence of tho purpose 
of the United States to take action 
waa ahown Monday when Acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy Beekman Wlntlirop 
ordered four colliers and supply ships 
of tho navy to load and proceed to 
Join the second aquadron of the At- 
lantic fleet now steaming with all 
haste to Key West. 

Taft Replies to Gomez. 
Sunday President Taft received 
through the Etate department a protest 
from President Gomez against tho as- 
aembling of a large force of warships 
In Cuban watera or any action by tho 
United States which would lead tho 
world to underatand that tho American 
government was going to intervene. 
In reply to that meseago the president 
aent to Prealdent Gomez tho follow- 
ing: 

"I am alnoorely gratlflcd to learn of 
your government's energetic meaaurea 
to put down the dlaturbance and to 
know that you are confident of being 
Buccesaful. As was fully explained to 
tho Cuban charge d'affaires here, this 
government's motive in sending shU)a 
to Key West, Just as in sending the 
Prairie to Guanlanamo naval atatloo, 
waa merely to be. able to act promptly 
in caao It ahould unfortunately become 
necessary to protect American .life 
and property by rendering moral aup- 
port or asalstance to the Cuban gov- 
ernment. As was made quite clear at 
the time, these messagea of precaution 
were entirely dlBOHsoclated from any 
question of Intervention." 

/ Prepare for Occupation. 
Despite the note to President Go- 
mezf offlclals of the admin la tratlon 
here assert that the United States will 
have troops In Cuba within a week. 
They base their opinion on dlapatchea 
coming to the government hourly 
from the Island republic. The last dis- 
patch to be received came to tho 
state department from Arthur Beau- 
pre. United States minister of Cuba. 
Of that dispatch the state department 
makes known the following: 

"It Is reported that In the dlatrlcta 
of Lamayo, Guantanamo and Songo a 
few unimportant claahes between tho 
rebels and government troops have oc- 
curred. Estenoz, tho rebel leader, has 
demanded of the managers of various 
enterprises In the Guantanamo district 
contribution^ and has threatened to 
hum their plants unless payments are 
made. Large bands of negroea are re- 
ported to have been roaming along tho 
line of tho Guantanamo and Weatom 
railroad from Bolona to.BIguaboa and 
pillaging at will. In Santiago over 
200 citizens havo volunteered for the 
defense of the city. CUi&ens of El 
Caney have done likewise. A small 
guard has been secured for the Amer- 
ican colony at Dayate in tho dlaturbod 
district. Traffic continuea on tho Gu- 
antanamo and Western railway though 
constantly harras&ed from Santre to 
Lamaya by armed bands." 

Army and Navy Active, 
Tho assertions that the United 
States win QOt Intervene are embar- 
laaaed dally by the unuaual activity In 
both arms of the military service. The 
navy continuea to asaenible marines 
and supplies for the fleet dispatched to 
Key West; the army to Issue Instruc- 
tions to post commanders and tho 
army transport servioe, 

Inatnictlona to the poat command- 
ers are that the troopa.of their garrt- 
Bona may. be called upon at any time 
for duty In Cuba and that they muat 
hold all men In readiness to send. Or- 
ganizations which are not recruited to 
full authorized strength are being 
filled from other reglmenta. All leaves 
of absence and furlougha have been 
stopped and the men now enjoying 
them have been ordered back to their 
organization a. 

The same Is true In tho navy. Of- 
flcers and men on leave have-.boen or- 
dered by telegraph to report at once 
for duty. A number of these men will 
report to naval stations In northern 
cities and bo aent by rail to Join their 
respective shtpa. 

The war department Is making prep- 
arationa for sending 15,000 ;)natead of 
5,000 men to Cuba In case Intervention 
Is ordered.' The aendlng of such a 
large force to Cuba will not force the 
army heada to reduce tho strength of 
the Mexican border guard, x
